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Honoring the Champion 


Springbank Snow Countess Memorial Unveiled 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


stock, Ont., August 4 to honor their Champion of 

Champions, Springbank Snow Countess. In her 
lifetime, she produced more butterfat than any other cow 
of any breed has ever produced—a total of 9,062 lbs. 
in 10 lactations. The occasion was the unveiling of a 
memorial monument in the form of a life size replica 
of the cow herself, as shown on the front cover of this 
issue. This project was undertaken by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada and was carried through 
toa very successful conclusion. Tom Dent, owner and 
developer of Countess, donated a suitable plot of ground, 
but the actual work of erecting the memorial was as- 
sumed by the Association. Located as it is on Canada’s 
busiest thoroughfare, the main route from Detroit to 
Toronto, it will compel attention from every passing 
motorist, day and night, and will be a perpetual adver- 
tisement for the breed. 


The actual ceremonies were marred somewhat by 
an otherwise welcome shower of rain but the show went 
on, regardless. President H. W. Parkinson of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Canada presided. After 
introducing and congratulating Mr. and Mrs. Dent, and 
teading ‘a telegram of felicitation from President A. C. 
Qosterhuis of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
lea, he outlined the history of the project, and then intro- 
duced Hon. Duncan Marshall, Ontario’s Minister of Agri- 
culture. Mr. Marshall drew from his rich fund of live- 
stock lore in an entertaining and instructive address. 
Following this, he introduced Dr. Herbert A. Bruce, 
Ontario’s Lieutenant Governor, who made the dedica- 
ory address. He paid high tribute to‘the dairy cow, 
and her place in history as man’s greatest and most 
honored servant. The significance of the performance 
of Springbank Snow Countess and her life of fruitful- 
hess Was pointed out and congratulations extended to Mr. 
and Mrs. Dent and the Association. 


After Secretary George Clemons and Lorne Franklin 
had performed the physical job of unveiling the monu- 
ment, spontaneous applause greeted this first view of a 
splendid work of art. President Parkinson then intro- 
duced W. C. Thompson, President of the Canadian Ayr- 
shire Association; Hugh Gill, President of the Canadian 
cereey Cattle Club, and T. J. Davison, President of the 
nadian Jersey Cattle Club, all of whom brought greet- 
hgs and congratulations from their breeds. President 
ae went one step farther and presented a beautiful 
oral Wreath which was placed on the monument.

The occasion aroused wide interest throughout Can- 
ada. The leading metropolitan papers had star re- 
porters present; the news reel services were on hand 
to record the whole proceedings for presentation in the 
theatres. The recognition given this event is a great 
tribute to Canada’s interest in livestock, an interest 
which is reflected in the achievements of her breeders. 

Following the ceremonies which were witnessed by 
several thousand, including many from the United 
States, a reception was held in the Dent Homestead, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Dent received the congratulations 
and felicitations of their many friends. 


The Oxford County Holstein Club, of which Tom 
Dent is a Director and former President, took advantage 
of the occasion to hold their annual picnic in South Side 
Park, Woodstock, in the morning and early afternoon 
preceding the unveiling. 


After a sumptuous picnic dinner, Pres. George Freel 
of the Oxford Club opened the program by introducing 
Mayor MacArthur of Woodstock, who extended a warm 
welcome. President Freel then recognized the repre- 
sentatives of other county clubs present, and other dig- 
nitaries and then introduced Secretary George Clemons, 
just returned from a two months honeymoon trip in 
Europe. Mr. and Mrs. Clemons were able to make the 
most of their time by bringing their own car with them, 
driving it some 5,600 miles in seven countries. He made 
a serious study of the breed in its native Holland and in 
England, and reported interestingly on his observations. 
He was impressed with the strength and uniformity of 
the Holland cattle, but feels they have sacrificed milk 
production to get the higher test they have achieved 
and that they have definitely underemphasized the type 
of udder, which Canada considers most desirable. The 
Holland cows are definitely a thicker, shorter type than 
Canadian Holsteins. He was greatly impressed with the 
better animals in England, which would compare well 
with our top animals, but with less uniformity. The 
industry is not as strongly developed in England as in 
Canada, Mr. Clemons stated, although he sees little 
opportunity for developing an export trade in pure bred 
Holsteins due to their present emphasis on the beefier 
Holland type. In contrast to the observation on Hol- 
land udders, Mr. Clemons reported that English breeders 
have made striking improvement in this regard. In con- 
clusion, the speaker stated his opinion that the possi- 
bility of Holland importations to improve Canadian 
cattle does not look promising on account of high prices 
over there and heavy costs, and also because Canadian 
breeders cannot afford to sacrifice production and udder 
conformation.

Animals Which Have Had Most 
Influence on the Breed 
HE method of random ancestral 
| lines provides an objective meas- 
ure of the actual influence ex- 
erted by any ancestor upon the 
breed, subject only to the sampling 
error involved in the random trac- 
ing of the lines. An ancestor’s direct 
influence is shown by the number of 
times this particular ancestor is 
found among a group of such ran- 
dom lines. Such data are shown in 
the upper part of Table II for all 
animals which were found as often 
as 20 times each in as many as two 
of the samples of the whole breed. 
Two other bulls fairly prominent in 
four of the breed samples are also 
included. The lower part of Table 
II shows similar data for ancestors 
found often in the lines of the spe- 
cial samples. The standard errors 
(according to the npq formula not 
very dependable for values of p and 
q so unequal as these) for the num- 
bers in Table II are about 4 for 
numbers from 14 to 21 and 5 for 
numbers from 22 to 30. 

This does not answer the question 
of how like the whole breed an ani- 
mal probably was in the genes 
which it carried. For example, two 
animals might each be found 30 
times in the 1928 sample but the 
first one might have no brothers or 
sisters, and perhaps none of his 
grandparents or great grandparents 
were found in the sample except in 
lines coming through him. The other 
animal, although appearing the same 
number of times might have been 





from parents or grandparents found 
in many other lines. That is, he 
may have had many sibs, uncles or 
cousins which had an important in- 
fluence on the breed. In such a case 
the second animal would be more 
like the breed in the genes it pos- 
sessed than the first one would. The 
average relationship of each animal 
to the whole breed includes both its 
own influence as an ancestor of the 
breed and its collateral relationship 
to the breed. Those relationships for 
all animals which were found as 
many as 20 times in at least two of 
the dates sampled and for a few 
other animals which for other rea- 
sons seemed worth investigating, are 
shown in Table III. This method 
of choosing individual ancestors in- 
sures that all are included which 
have influenced the breed very much 
themselves but doubtless omits many 
animals which would have higer re- 
lationship coefficients than some of 
the smaller ones shown in Table III. 
For example, Pietertje Hengerveld’s 
Paul De Kol 22128 was noticed to 
have a total relationship of 8.6% 
to the breed in 1928 but less than a 
fourth of this was through his own 
descendants. Most of his relation- 
ship was collateral through his sire 
and his grandsires and his paternal 
grandam. No doubt some other cases 
of this kind were unnoticed. 
“Great Grandmother” of the Breed 
The cow De Kol 2d has exerted 
more influence upon the whole breed 
than any other animal. She is al- 
most a great grandmother of the 
whole breed. Almost all of this re-

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lationship is direct. Her sire Was 
not found in any line in thege sam- 
ples except through her, and her 
dam was found in only eight eg. 
lateral lines, four each in the 1899 
and 1909 samples. Of the 12 ani. 
mals in Table III having the higheg 
average relationship to the breed ip 
1928 and 1931, one is De Kol 2n4 
herself, two are her sons sired by 
her grandsons, five are her other 
sons or grandsons, four are descend- 
ants or hers but less closely related 
to her than grandsons or grand. 
daughters. It was not until we come 
to the 13th highest relationship to 
the breed that we encounter one 
(Netherland Prince) which is not g 
descendant of De Kol 2nd. 

Netherland Prince is more import- 
ant than De Kol 2nd in the two 
earliest samples, and is in all sam- 
ples the most important animal un- 
related to De Kol 2nd. The only 
animals which are important enough 
to appear in Table II and III but 
which are not descendants either of 
Netherland Prince or of De Kol 2nd 
are Belle Korndyke, Pauline Paul 
and Mechthilde’s Sir Henry of 
Maplewood, none of which were 
found as many as 30 times in any of 
the samples. 

Not far from one tenth or one 
twelfth of the genes of the breed to- 
day are genes coming from De Kol 
2nd, unless selection against those 
genes (as distinct from selection for 
or against De Kol 2nd’s descend- 
ants) was practiced and was effec- 
tive. It is interesting to see how it 
happened that a cow limited in re- 
production to at most one or two 
calves per year made more impress 
on the breed than any contemporary 
bull. First of all De Kol 2nd lived 
to a ripe old age. Imported as a year- 
ling heifer in 1885, she dropped her 
first calf when she was barely two 
years old and in 14 years produced 
14 living calves (one pair of twins) 
and o e which died before it was 
registered. Two cf her sons were 
sired by her own grandsons and were 
therefore linebred to her. Many of 
her sons and grandsons were used 
in the most prominent herds of her 
time. She established one official 
and at least one private world record 
for production at a time when offic- 
ial testing was just beginning. Three 
of her daughters established of 
ficial or private records which were 
new high marks for those times and 
a fourth was an unusually high pro- 
ducer, thus adding to the prestige 
of their dam as a great breeding i0- 
dividual and assuring her sons and 
grandsons a wider use as sires. The 
relative importance of different sons 
and daughters of De Kol 2nd he 
spreading her genes through the 
breed is shown in Table IV. b 

De Kol 2nd’s importance to te

gren so her achievement is a re- 
markable one since even during the 
middle of the 90’s, the period of 
orst depression in breeding Hol- 
stein cattle, registration fell below 
3900 in only two of the years. That 
is a large population through which 
one female could spread her genes 
to the extent that ultimately she 
would furnish about one tenth or 
one twelfth of the inheritance of the 
breed. It is not likely that any cow 
will ever do as much again unless 
present breeding systems are radi- 
cally changed so that an outstanding 
cow's inheritance is held together by 
line-breeding for many generations 
until it can be multiplied in a very 
large number of animals without be- 
ing diluted to the point where it will 
be practically lost in the breed as a 
whole. 


It is perhaps logical to expect that 
individual females would have a 
better chance of exceeding males in 
their influence on a dairy breed than 
in any other kind of livestock. A 
cow's inheritance for productiveness 
is nearly always known better than 
a bull’s while they both are living, 
aud the owner can plan to use her 
calves extensively for breeding with 
nore confidence that he is doing the 
right thing. Nevertheless, only two 
cows Other than De Kol 2nd were 
found as many as 20 times in the 
lines from any sample except the 
show winners. One of these (Pauline 
Paul) owes nearly all her promi- 
hence to one son (Paul De Kol) and 
the other (Belle Korndyke) owes 
about half of her prominence to one 
on (Pontiac Korndyke). 


Show Winner’s Ancestors 


The ancestors appearing most fre- 
quently in the special samples are 
lot greatly different from those in 
contemporary samples of the breed. 
This is especially true of the high 
producers. There are some cases,

euificance to those few differ- 
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ences in Table II which are close to 
significance in the statistical sense. 
The ancestors of the special samples 
—at least the more remote ancestors 
—are practically the same as the an- 
cestors of the contemporary average 
animals of the breed. The word 
“family” has little practical meaning 
if one must go back more than two 
or three generations to find the ani- 
mal which is the foundation of that 
“family.’’ The descendants of a par- 
ticular sire or dam are not usually 
uniform enough that anything of 
practical importance is gained by 
grouping them together as a ‘“‘fam- 
ily.” At least this is true if one 
extends the family to include de- 
scendents much more remote than 
grandsons and granddaughters. 


Average Length of Generation 

The average interval between one 
generation and another is a matter 
of practical importance. Table V 
shows the findings on this point. The 
figures for current practice were ob- 
tained in another study. The other 
figures in Table V were obtained by 
computing the difference between 
the birth date of the sample animal 
and of the foundation ancestor at 
the end of each random line, add- 
ing all such periods of years together 
and dividing by the total number of 
generations intervening. The aver- 
age interval between generations has 
increased slightly since the founda- 
tion period. There were relatively 
few old cows or bulls in the breed 
when the 1889 animals were born, 
because the high tide of importation 
was just subsiding and naturally, as 
in any other rapidly increasing popu- 
lation, individuals of the younger 
ages must have been in excess of the 
proportion which would be normal

in static or moderately increasing 
populations. The slight but regular 
increase since 1899 may result en- 
tirely from the fact that the short 
generation intervals during that 
period of importation and expansion 
are becoming a smaller proportion 
of the data on which this average is 
based. On the other hand, perhaps 
an increasing appreciation of the 
usefulness of proved sires, and defi- 
nite attempts to make longer use of 
proved sires and good dams, may be 
a cause of the increasing length of 
generation intervals. Increased sani- 
tation and improvement in the treat- 
ment of animal diseases may have 
increased the length of life of breed- 
ing stock enough to account for this 
slow increase. Any one of the three 
interpretations would explain the 
facts.

spent under the guidance of 

Clarence B. Smith, Michigan’s 
new Director of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, visiting some of the 
State Institution herds of that state 
—and when you travel in Smitty’s 
V-8, you cover considerable ground 
in a day. Between 11 a. m. and bed 
time, we completed a trip of 326 
miles and visited four of the State 
Herds, also visiting another State 
Herd and two privately owned herds 
the next morning before the State 
Picnic. 

There are now 16 State Institu- 
tions in Michigan at which Holstein 
herds are maintained, one of the 
number having grades exclusively 
and the other fifteen mostly regis- 
tered stock with a _ scattering of 
grades. Official count of the num- 
bers on August 5 was 2,252 regis- 
tered Holsteins and just over 150 
grades in the 16 herds. I don’t know 
how these numbers compare with the 
state-owned herds of some of our 
other states, but should guess that 
few if any have a larger number of 
registered Holsteins. Six of these 
herds have completed eight years of 
Herd Improvement Registry, three 
other six years, another five and two 
more are now running on their fifth 
consecutive year. The other three 
that have registered Holsteins have 
now been entered in Herd Test and 
it is planned to have all registered 
Holsteins in all herds tested contin- 
uously from the time they first come 
to milk until their producing days 
are over. 

By means of this testing program, 
Director Smith hopes to be able 
eventually to locate sufficient good 
brood cow families in the various 
herds to supply the herd sire needs 


a PLEASANT day was recently 


of all of the herds. Improvement 
of the herds will have to come 
through breeding rather than 


through culling and purchasing be- 
eause of the limited funds avai!a»le 
for purchasing foundation stock and 
the necessity for keeping the milk 
supply fairly constant in each insti- 
iucicn. For this job, the State of 
Michigan is fortunate in having in 
charge a man like Clarence Smith 
with the vision to look to the future 
and yet a practical cow man with his 
feet on the ground and his head not 
in the clouds; and backed up by a 
Commissioner who understands his 
ideals and approves his ideas, and 
loyally supported by a fine group of 
herdsmen and stewards at the differ- 
ent institutions. There is a real 
job of work to be done, but under 
the present set-up we can expect to 
see the Michigan State Herds make 
2 come-back in keeping with their 
glorious traditions of past years. 


Jackson State Prison 

This was the first stop on our trip, 
following a 37-mile drive south from 
Lansing. Here a large herd is needed 
to supply dairy produc‘~ for 4,600 
inmates and a correspondingly large 
staff. George Clark, for many years 
herdsman at Blythefield Farms, has 
just been engaged as herdsman, suc- 
ceeding the veteran ‘‘Doc’’ Montgom-

ery. This was one of the first herds 
to start Herd Test work but dropped 
out after the first five years, the last 
of which made an average of 434.3 
lbs. fat on 122 head. This work 
has now been resumed again and last 
year the herd of some 85 head aver- 
aged better than 16,000 lbs. milk. 


In service they have the young 
bull, S P S M King Michigan Ideal, 
second prize junior yearling at the 
National Dairy Show last fall and 
now grown into an excellent short 
age two-year-old; his sire, Michigan 
Traverse Ormsby Ideal, a grandson 
of King Ormsby Ideal; Carnation 
Invincible, a son of Matador Segis 
Ormbsy from the great brood cow, 
Nooksack Irma Segis, one of whose 
daughters is a quite outtstanding 
two-year-old; and King Bessie Orms- 
by Pride 17th, son of the All-Ameri- 
can Pride bull from Bessie Ormsby 
Gertrude, great producing daughter 
of King Bessie from Senorita Mer- 
cedes. A good foundation here on 
which to build for the future. 


The show herd was under blankets 
at the time of my visit in early 
August, getting ready for the State 
Fair and they should win their 
share. Clarence hopes to be able to 
select a show herd from this and 
other institutions for the National if 
all goes well. 


Kalamazoo State Hospital 
Kalamazoo is about 65 miles due 
west of Jackson and here we found 
another of the old established herds 
of the state. It was Smitty’s first 
visit to this institution as well as 
mine and Steward Buckhout showed 
us around, everybody else on the 
farm being busy with threshing. On 
Herd Test for the past four years, 
this herd has a four year average of 
432 lbs. fat from 12,384 lbs. milk on 
an average of 53 head, all in Class 

B except one cow the first year. 


Herd sires include a son of Carna- 
tion Chieftain from a full sister to 
Carnation Ormsby Parthenea (1,076 
lbs. fat at 4% years), daughter of 
Matador Segis Ormsby; a son of 
King Bessie Plus from Bessie Orms- 
by Fidelia (927 lbs. fat at 3% yrs.), 
daughter of King Bessie; and a 
proven sire bred at Ionia State Hos- 
pital. 

A new maternity barn was in 
process of construction on the site of 
the old calf barn recently destroyed 
by lightning, and a new calf barn 
will also be constructed. 

Ionia State Hospital 

Leaving Kalamazoo some fifty 
miles to the north to the vicinity 
of Grand Rapids, then eastward 
about thirty miles more to Ionia, 
where two of the finest of the state 
herds are maintained with the Miller 
Brothers in charge. At Ionia State 
Hospital, where Herb Miller, Secre- 
tary of the Michigan State Associa- 
tion, is herdsman, we found a herd 
that has a six-year average in Herd 
Test of 513.7 lbs. fat from 15,355 
lbs. milk on an average of 33 head 
in Classes A and B. We believe this 
six-year average is the highest ever 
made in Herd Test regardless of 


size. They also do considerable ag 
vanced Registry testing. ; 

A star performer of the herd jg 
Ionia Aaggie Sadie Vale, with gj 
A. R. records in her first six lacta- 
tions that total 157,345.2 Ibs, mix 
4,943.4 Ibs. fat. At ten years olf 
she is now running on her seyent 
lactation. She has three times pro- 
duced over 900 lbs. fat in a year ang 
has up to 30,000 lbs. milk in a year 
Her sire, a former Ionia herd sire 
Newberry Peldora Aaggie 404299 
has a number of fine daughters jy 
the herd and about the best things 
in the herd are cows out of these 
Peldoras and sired by Traverse Echo 
Model Marathon 504402, presen 
senior sire. This bull is a Gol 
Medal Sire with a Herd Test indey 
on 18 pairs of 599 Ibs. fat, clagsifieg 
Very Good, son of famed Marathon 
Bess Burke 32d from a daughter of 
Echo Sylvia King Model. They also 
have in service a son of Inka the 
Great from a daughter of Sir Inka 
May and this Carnation bred bull has 
some fine young offspring in the 
herd, including a son from a Mar- 
thon dam that will bother a lot of 
them in the show ring. 

The show herd was being fitted 
for the Ionia Free Fair and the 
Michigan State Fair as well as pos- 
sibly the National Dairy Show. Clar- 
ence Smith expects to lean heavily 
on this herd for seed stock in his 
state program. 

Michigan Reformatory 

Just across the river from the 
State Hospital is Michigan Reforma- 
tory, with Russ Miller as herdsman 
and doing much the same kind of 
herd building job as his brother. 
The Reformatory herd has completed 
eight years of Herd Test with an 
average of 458.1 lbs. fat from 13,975 
lbs. milk on an average of 56 head 
in A-B-C. No other eight-year herd 
listed in Vol. 8 has ever equalled 
this average for either fat or milk, 
regardless of size. 

Here we saw another great old 
lifetimer, Reformatory Century Aag- 
gie, who has made seven Herd Test 
records, starting at seven years old 
that total 133,815 Ibs. milk, 4,741.4 
lbs. fat. I do not have the figures for 
her production during her earlier 
lactations, except that as a four-year 
old she made an A. R. record o 
880.4 lbs. fat from 25,180.1 Ibe 
milk but she has undoubtedly pro 
duced over 200,000 Ibs. milk in her 
lifetime. She is now past 16 year 
old and Russ Miller is hoping to s¢ 
her in calf again if possible.

The Passing of Kriemhild 


UST sixty-eight years ago, in the 1869, Hon. Gerrit S. 
J ites laid the foundation of his Kriemhild Herd 

through the importation of four cows and a bull 
direct from Holland. He was the second imported of this 
preed, and his herd which has had a continuous history 
from that date, built on this and subsequent importa- 
tions, has the longest continuous history of any herd of 
the Holstein breed and probably of any breed in the 
United States. The herd has more than its antiquity 
tocommend it. Mr. Miller performed a wonderful service 
to American agriculture by importing only the best 
alimals to be found in Holland at that time. This in- 
sistence upon merit has had much to do with the present 
level of quality of our whole breed today, because a 
very large percentage of our present-day animals trace 
repeatedly in many lines to the Kriemhild foundations. 

His great early sire was Billy Boelyn 189 H. H. B., 
champion of the show rings of his day, and first sire to 
have two daughters averaging over 100 lbs. milk in a 
day. Pledge and Copia, noted foundation cows, were 
his daughters. His son, Empire, followed in his foot- 
steps, and produced such family founders as Plum and 
Ononis, dam of Sir Henry of Maplewood, the bull who 
succeeded Billy Boelyn himself as top of the heap in the 
showrings of that day. Of the first 75 cows to produce 
over 1,000 lbs. fat in a year, every one traces to Billy 
Boelyn at least twice and up to 34 times, the 75 tracing 
4 total of 871 times to this great foundation sire of the 
breed. His blood is still potent in the present Kriem- 
hild herd which is descended directly from the original 
Miller importations. 


The Kriemhild Herd, in addition to producing the 
animal registered as No. 1 in the first published herd 
book of this or any other dairy breed (Agoo No. 1 
H. H. B.), also brought out in 1871 the first annual rec- 
ord of production ever recorded. This was the record 
of Dowager, one of the original importations. Her fig-

WANTS DISCUSSION OF INBREEDING 
Editor ‘‘Holstein-Friesian World’’:— 


I have read the article “Bullphilosophy” by Mark H. 
Keeney in the July 10, 1937 issue of ‘‘Holstein-Friesian 
World.’”’ I was agreeably surprised to read “The con- 
tinued and general practice of intelligent line-breeding 
and occasional inbreeding, by large numbers of dairy- 
men, would result in a much more rapid improvement 
of our herds.”’ 


This seems like heresy. The writer has bred dogs for 
twenty years. Two years ago when he became associ- 
ated with the dairy herd at Ohio Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Orphans’ Home, he was told that inbreeding might work 
on dogs but not on cattle. Despite these statements 
we observed that an inbred calf brought a big price 
at the Brentwood sale in 1936. 


Just recently an inbred calf at the National Sale at 
Elmwood Farms brought a big price. The heifer that 
sold for $2,300 at this same sale was carrying a calf 
from a sire to daughter mating. 


I would like to see ‘‘Holstein-Friesian World” drag 
this ‘inbreeding’ skeleton out of the closet and expose 
it to the pure sunlight of reason. So many cattle 
breeders have advised against inbreeding that we are 
in a quandry. Is there the danger many long time dairy- 
men would have us believe there is? Is Mr. Keeney 
right or wrong when he says that “Far more harm has 
resulted from promiscuous out-crossing than will ever 
be experienced from one generation of inbreeding of 
good cattle.’”’ Can’t we have some real articles on ‘‘in- 
breeding?’’ No subject is apparently so hedged about 
with so many superstitions, dogmas, and irrational tra- 
ditions.

Onaco Concorde Hartog Fayne 
842669 owned by J. B. Henderson, 
Hickory, Pa., had ten days over 100 
pounds each, with 105.8 pounds the 
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highest day. Beauty Govers Princess, 
979847 owned by Fenton Brook 
Hurlwood Farms, Great Barrington, 
Mass., made over 100 pounds on 
four days, the highest being 10¢ 
pounds. Ona Bonheur Pieter is the 
first cow in Herd Test to show up 
with 100 pounds in a day on two 
milkings and was a little ahead of 
the others with 108.4. Her test 
for the day was 4.3 making 4.66 
pounds fat for the day of the test. 


INNOVATION SALE CANCELLED 


Paul Misner advises that the In- 
novation Sale of Holsteins scheduled 
for Monday evening, October 11, 
during the National Dairy Show has 
been cancelled because of a lack 
of sufficient response with offerings 
of the right calibre.

AYRSHIRE BREAKS RECORD 


A. Canadian Ayrshire, Ardgowan 
Valda, is reported by the Ayrshire 
Breeders’ Association as completing 
a record on three-time milking of 
1,356 lbs. fat from 31,156 lbs. milk, 
4.85%, becoming the highest record 
Ayrshire of all time, displacing the 
British Ayrshire, Grange Rosebud 2d 
(1307 lbs. fat) as world’s champion 
Ayrshire, and the Canadian Ayrshire, 
Nellie Osborne of: Elm Shade 16th 
(1257 lbs. fat) as Canadian cham- 
pion for this breed. The record is 
claimed as a world’s record for all 
breeds on three-time milking, and 
regardless of number of daily milk- 
ings has been exceeded (outside of 
Japan and Australia) only by the 
American Holstein, Carnation Orms- 
by Butter King (1402 Ibs. fat) and 
the Canadian Holstein, De Kol Plus 
Segis Dixie (1384 lbs. fat in Can- 
adian R. O. P.) Her milk record of 
31,156 lbs. also set a new high mark 
for the breed. The new champion is 
owned by F. C. Biggs & Sons, Glen 
Campbell Farm, Dundas, Ont., who 
showed her at the C. N. E. last fall 
while this record was in progress 
and won grand championship with 
her. She was bred in Scotland.

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Michigan State Picnic 


Undaunted by a series of thunder 
showers t*tat ranged in intensity 
from a gentle drizzle to an outright 
downpour, an enthusiastic crowd of 
Michigan Holstein fans, estimated 
by State Association President A. L. 
Jones as close to 1,000, gathered at 
the farm of Miss Sarah Van Hoosen 
Jones, near Rochester, for the an- 
nual state picnic on Friday, Aug. 6. 

Principal feature of the day was 
the Oakland-McComb Black and 
White Show, the last of a series of 
similar one-day shows that have 
been held in various parts of the 
state this summer. Prof. George 
Taylor of Michigan State College 
made the placings, assisted by Jim 
Hays as superintendent, bookkeeper 
and announcer. The cattle, number- 
ing 31 head, had been brought in for 
the day from a dozen different herds 
of the two counties and these were 
rated by Prof. Taylor during the 
morning while standing in their 
stalls in the barn. Then in the af- 
ternoon the crowd gathered in a 
large tent, where the cows were 
brought in by groups and their rat- 
ings explained by the judge. The 
regular Herd Classification ratings 
were used, Excellent, Very Good, 
Good Plus and Good, but it was ex- 
plained that these were not to be 
considered as official ratings, as 
these are only given when a breed- 
er’s entire herd is classified, but that 
they represented in a general way 
the type found in those classifica- 
tions. 


In the Excellent group were found 
five animals, two from Pontiac 
State Hospital, two from the herd of 
Wm. Schoof, Washington, Mich., and 
one from Lakefield Farms, Clarks- 
ton. The two-year-old bull, Illini 
Princess Mabel Lad, last year’s Re- 
serve All-American junior yearling, 
was one of the tops from Pontiac and 
the other was a heifer calf sired by 
one of their sons of Marathon Bess 
Burke 32d. Lakefield had a big 
white three-year-old daughter of 
Ventnor Ormsby Fobes Walker in 
the upper bracket, and Schoof had a 
splendid cow and also his aged bull, 
Sir Marathon Posch, the son of De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch that was 
a prize winner at the National Dairy 
Show last fall. 


All four of the older Pontiac cows 
were put in the Very Good group, 
including a pair of twin three-year- 
old daughters of Stenzel Sir Fayne 
Ormsby. E. M. Bayne of Romeo got 
a Very Good rating on his junior 
herd sire, Pabst Fashionable Monty, 
as well as on his enormous white 
daughter of King Posch Ormsby of 
Winterthur. Lakefield had four V. 
G. awards on a three-year-old heifer, 
a two-year-old heifer and two young 
bulls, a yearling by Count Veeman 
Segis Piebe 19th and a calf by the 
son of King Bessie. Schoof also had 
a V. G. on a bull calf and C. B. Long- 
ley of Farmington the same on a jun- 
ior yearling bull. Others scoring 
V. G. included a cow owned by 
Holtzman & Saltzman of Romeo, a 
two-year-old heifer owned by John 
Rinke of Warren and a junior heifer 
calf owned by Wm. Rowley & Son 
of Richland. The balance of the en- 


tries were all rated Good Plus ex- 
cept for one cow rated Good. Prof. 
Taylor explained his placings in 
some detail. 

Following the main show, the 
twelve entries from the 4-H Clubs 
of the two counties were brought in 
and divided into two classes, blue 
and red. Blue ribbons were awarded 
to Dick Powers of Pontiac, Donald 
Savage of Holly and Lloyd Bengry 
of Pontiac. K. D. Bailey, Oakland 
County Agent, took considerable 
pride in introducing the Clubbers 
from his county and giving some 
facts about their accomplishments. 

A short program consisting mostly 
of introductions with a few brief 
talks followed the placing of the 
classes, with President A. L. Jones 
presiding. Among those introduced 
were the hostess, Miss Jones, who 
expresses a cordial welcome; John 
B. Strange, the new Commissioner 
of Agriculture; Clarence B. Smith, 
new director of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry; Dr. Earl Weaver, re- 
cently appointed head of the Dairy 
Department at Michigan State Col- 
lege; State Secretary Herb Miller of 
Ionia; Martin Buth, for many years 
Director of the National Association;

Remarks made by His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor, Colonel the 
Honourable Herbert A. Bruce, at 
the Unveiling Ceremony. of. a 
Memorial to. “Springbank. Snow 
Countess” at Woodstock, Wednes- 
day, August 4th, 1937 
This is I believe a ceremony that 

is unique of its kind. But the senti- 
ments which have inspired the erec- 
tion of this monument are as old al- 
most as mankind. Certainly, men 
have always had toward oxen and 
cattle a feeling of gratitude, a feeling 
amounting at times to nothing less 
than veneration. We have only to 
number all the ways in which a cow 
helps man, by feeding and by cloth- 
ing him, living and dying for him 
and we will understand how deep 
and enduring has been man’s regard 
for cows. 

The first metal coins ever intro- 
duced into ancient Greece, by the 
way, bore upon them the image of a 
cow or ox. That was but natural, 
if we but remember that in those 
earlier days and for long afterwards 
4 man’s wealth was computed in 
terms of the number of cattle he 
possessed. ‘Cattle’ constituted a man’s 
Capital’, his possessions. And, 
Strange though it may seem in these 
days, the two words ‘capital’ and 
cattle’ are derived from the same 
old Latin word ‘capitale’ meaning 
Wealth or property. 

So you see that though we may 
search in vain for an actual historic 
Precedent to the ceremony I am about 
to perform, yet there are many, many 
eaten examples of the forms and 
ra — by which man has tried to 
“Xpress tangibly his sense of indebt- 
edness to the humble cow. Even to 
lg Hindus regard the cow as 
thet k ee religion tells them 
created i Rs first of all animals 
commanded — divinities who were 

ed by the Supreme Diety to

furnish the earth with animated 
beings. Man’s respect for the cow 
and the services it renders hardly go 
further than to sanctify it and make 
it but less than a god. And to 
cite one more example, among the 
ancient Romans the destruction of 
a cow was a crime punishable by 
exile. Were that law still in force I 
fear the world would be full of ex- 
iles. Vegetarians would then live in, 
and perhaps on clover. 

If all cows as a species deserve the 
high regard of man how much more 
deserving is a cow so prodigiously 
productive and so copiously bounti- 
ful that, in itself, it epitomises and 
exemplifies the great services cows 
render. Such a cow—a veritable 
paragon of milking virtue—was the 
Holstein “Springbank Snow Count- 
ess’’ to whose record-breaking life 
of fruitfulness this memorial has 
been erected. She was the world’s 
greatest lifetime producer of butter 
fat of any breed. She gave 822 Ibs. 
butter fat from 18,991 lbs. of 4.3% 
milk in her tenth record of produc- 
tion. This was her eighth record 
above 800 lbs. of fat. She had a 
life total for the ten lactations of 
9,062 lbs. of fat from 207,050 Ibs. 
of 4.37% milk. Her oldest son, 
Springbank Snow Sylvius was sold 
to Honourable T. A. Crerar of Clande- 
boye, Manitoba, where he became an 
xx sire with twenty-four R. O. P. 
daughters that have records averag- 
ing 513 lbs. fat from 14,232 Ibs. of 
3.61% milk. 

The second son of Springbank Snow 
Countess is Springbank Aristocrat, 
now in service in the Dent herd. Her 
third son Springbank Expectation 
was sold to Japan for $5,000.00. All 
of Countess’ six daughters have made 
good records. 

Such a record makes this memorial 
appear inevitable as a tribute. And 


as a tribute it celebrates much more 
than “Springbank Snow Countess”’ 
true aristocrat of her species though 
she was. It is an incentive to all 
breeders of cattle and particularly 
to the members of the  Holstein- 
Friesian Association—for it was to 
that great strain—the Holstein-Fries- 
ian, that the wonderful ‘Springbank 
Snow Countess’ belonged. 

While this is so the public also are 
greatly interested in the production 
of its most valuable food products. 
I think it is now pretty generally 
known that milk contains all the es- 
sentials of a perfect food—carbohy- 
drates, fat, protein, mineral salts, 
calcium, phosphorus, iron, and vita- 
mins. There are at least five vita- 
mins.—substances present in natural 
foodstuffs in varying amounts. Each 
particular vitamin plays a certain 
part in keeping the body healthy and 
resisting disease. Milk not only 
contains a good supply of vitamins 
but is the best food source of calcium. 

To show you the comparative value 
of milk and other foods I might say 
that one quart of milk equals in 
calories 10 eggs; 2% lbs. potatoes; 
8 lbs. tomatoes; 6 Ibs. cauliflower; 
% lb. navy beans; 1 5/8 Ibs. corn 
(canned); % Ib. prunes; % Ib. ham; 
2% lb. ham; 2% lbs. chicken; % Ib. 
beefsteak; 214 lbs. whitefish; % Ib. 
pork chops; % lb. cheese; % lb oat- 
meal; % Ib. rice; % loaf bread, 2 
lbs. of peas (canned). A calorie is 
the method of measuring food value 
and the amount of heat required to 
raise one lb. of water 4 degrees F. 
In fact milk is our most valuable 
food. 


In certain districts of Scotland 
which I visited two years ago half a 
pint of milk in a sealed bottle was 
supplied to every child in school 
every morning at recess as recom- 
mended by the Health authorities. 
I should like to see the compulsory

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Importance of R. O. P. Testing 


By DOUGLAS HART, in Woodstock Dairy Sentinel-Review 


Oxford County has more herds on 
test in the Canadian Record pf 
Performance, than any other sim- 
ilar area in Canada. Further, we 
believe the Woodstock district has 
a larger percentage of Record of 
Performance herds than can be 
found elsewhere. This we _ believe 
is one of the main reasons we have 
a wide reputation for breeding high- 
class dairy cattle. There are several 
breeders whose herds have been 
continuously on test from ten _ to 
twenty and even thirty years. They 
are of course our leading breeders 
and we think it is largely because 
their herds have been on test for 
this period that they are our leading 
breeders. 

It is 15 years since we entered 
our .herd on R.O.P. and we think 
that the fact our cows have been on 
test all the time since then has 
taught us more than anything else 
about dairying. 


We used to think that we could 
tell fairly well just how much milk 
a cow would give by looking at her. 
We have been wrong so often, how- 
ever, that we have not nearly as 
much confidence in our ability as we 
had fifteen years ago. There may 
be a few people gifted with this 
sixth sense, but we are of the 
opinion that the great majority of 
dairymen are like ourselves and 
have to weigh and test a cow’s milk 
for a year or two before they know 
how much she produces. Even when 
a man milks two cows for a year, 
we find that he is very often wrong 
on which of those two cows gave the 
most milk and he certainly will not 
know anything about the test of that 
milk unless he tests individual 
samples from the cows. 

Further some men will have a 
sample taken of each cow’s milk at 
some time and have that sample 
tested. From the test of that sample 
they think they know how much 
that cow tests for butterfat. 


Nothing can be more misleading 
than a single butterfat test. It is 
likely to give a very wrong impres- 
sion of what a cow’s milk will test. 
If it is taken shortly after freshen- 
ing, a change of feed, or when the 
cows are first turned to grass it will 
likely be too high. Just before a 
cow goes dry or has a digestive de- 
rangement or garget there is likely 
to be a high test. Whenever a cow’s 
temperature goes up, the milk flow 
usually comes down and the test 
goes up. 

On the other hand, a test taken 
two or three months after calving, 
when milk flow is rapidly increas- 
ing as on grass or sweet. clover 
pasture, when she is upset by 
change of milkers, by change of 
stall, by calf being taken away, by 
being abused or roughly treated, 
by being chased by warble flies and 
so on, her test will likely be low. 
An extremely dry, hot summer such 
as last year seems to have a very 
detrimental] effect on the butterfat 
test. Lastly, as Mr. Green has 


shown, that apparently a_ phos- 
phorus deficient diet tends to sup- 
press the butterfat very materially. 
The cow also has the privilege of 
changing that test for no known 
reason and she very often exercises 
that privilege. 

Even a cow’s' butterfat average 
for a single year is not necessarily a 
sure indication of her normal but- 
terfat. 

Often there is a variation of al- 
most one half of one per cent be- 
tween the two different years. A 
cow that is in good flesh at the be- 
ginning of the year will take that 
fat from her body and transform it 
into butterfat, while on the other 
hand if she is thin at freshening 
time she has that much less reserve 
and has to make the butterfat all 
out of the feed she consumes. 

A single butterfat test really means 
very little even when taken accurate- 
ly and a lot of sampling is done by 
amateurs. 


Feeding Blindly 


In addition to not knowing which 
are his profitable cows and which 
are not, no dairyman is able to feed 
to advantage unless he knows how 
those cows are producing. Feed and 
especially grain should be given in 
proportion to the amount of milk and 
butterfat a cow produces for true 
economy of production. The cow that 
is getting too much grain is. not 
necessarily storing that surplus feed 
on her back and body. In too many 
cases she just wastes it and _ the 
dairyman is hauling out real good 
feed in the form of manure. 


Another reason why dairymen 
should do more cow testing is that 
more good ,Jproven bulls must be 
located if we are to continue to make 
improvement in our dairy breeding 
stock. These bulls, all of whose 
daughters are good producers and 
have the kind of type we desire, are 
the kind of bulls we need to improve 
our stock if we are to keep pace with 
other dairymen in other parts of the 
world, and with whom we are com- 
peting in world markets. Dairymen 
in Denmark, Holland, New Zealand 
and even the United States have 
made greater advances than we in 
this line and we are going to have 
diffculty in maintaining our reputa- 
tion for high class dairy stock unless 
more testing is done. It is just as val- 
uable to know that a bull produces 
some daughters that are good, and 
some not so good, and also to know 
the bull none of whose daughters 
have outstanding merit as it is to find 
the bull all of whose daughters are 
good. The former two we discard 
because one is mixed in his inheri- 
tance, while the other is very un- 
desirable. Only a very few bulls 
will be found to be uniformly good 
it is from them, their sons and 
daughters that we must look for our 
seed stock. 

There are several hundred breed- 
ers of pure bred dairy cattle in Ox- 
ford county who are not testing 
their herds under Record of Per- 


formance. The majority of these are 
Holstein men, since Holsteins pre. 
dominate in this county by a yery 
large majority. But we believe 
every pure bred dairy cattle owner, 
regardless of breed, is missing a big 
opportunity if he is not taking aq. 
vantage of R.O.P. There is no bet. 
ter way of spending $5 annually, ip 
our opinion.

R. O. P. TESTING IN JULY 


Compared with June R. O. P. list, 
there is a slight decrease in the num.

THE NEW MILK CARTONS 

So far the new milk cartons are 
being used in Toronto only for 
store and restaurant sales. The ma- 
chine for manufacturing the cartons 
and for filling are wanted all over 
the world, and Canadian purchasers 





must await their turn. The sale of 
milk from stores and other distribut- 
ing points will place this new carton 
in many homes and eventually, no 
doubt, it will become the common 
container for door to door delivery. 
In the first place the difference in 
weight will commend it to every 
distributor. A carton containing 
one pint of milk weighs 21 ounces, 
while a bottle containing a _ like 
amount of milk weighs 52% ounces. 
No noise, no breakage, no pick-up, 
and no bottle washing are other 
features that make this new paper 
carton interesting to the dairyman. 
The carton just introduced into 
Canada is a compact, light-weight, 
pure paper container, made entirely 
in one piece. The cartons are de- 
livered to the milk distributor in the 
flat. They are folded into shape and 
thoroughly imgregnated with pure 
paraffin wax at high temperature 
immediately before they are filled. 
When filled they are sealed at once 
and there is no possible chance of 
the intrusion of germs. The mflkK 
in the carton is less subject to 
change of temperature than in a bot- 
tle, it is said, and can be dropped 
without danger of injury to the con- 
tainer.—Maritime Farmer.

CANADIAN BUSINESS 
CONDITIONS 
By F. A. Carman 

The business situation in Canada 
is featured by the outstanding im- 
provement for April in the build- 
ing and iron and steel industries, 
while the movement of banking ac- 
counts reflects a notable upward 
trend in general business. Other 
general indices which indicate wide- 
spread activity in April and early 
May are those relating to employ- 
ment, electric power production and 
railway traffic. The price trend too 
is upward. The position of agricul- 
ture continues to be encouraging, 
though grain movements are 
naturally lower owing to the decline 
in Canadian stocks. In external 
trade exports maintain their upward 
trend. 

The more active phases of agricul- 
ture are live stock and dairying. 
Live stock markets have recently 
recorded increased sales of calves 
and hogs with lesser activity in cat- 
tle and sheep. Sales of all live 
stock for April were 198,000 head as 
against 205,000 in April of last year; 
but for the first twenty-one weeks 
of the year there has been an in- 
crease from 922,000 head last year 
to 984,000 head this year. Produc- 
tion of creamery butter rose from 
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14,367,000 pounds in April, 1936 
to 14,906,000 pounds in April jyst 
past; while on the same compari- 
son production of concentrated milk 
increased from 8,877,000 to 12. 
540,000 pounds. Canadian exports 
of wheat in April just past were 
only 3,617,000 bushels as compared 
with 6,572,000 bushels in Apri] 
1936; but Canadian wheat in store 
at May 21 was only 60,688,000 
bushels as against 174,560,000 bush- 
els at the corresponding date last 
year. 

In the iron and steel and related 
group of industries, automobile oyt- 
put for April showed a falling off, 
but other reports recorded gains. 
Automobile production in April just 
past was 17,081 units as compared 
with 24,951 units in April, 1936. 
On the other hand, production of 
pig iron increased, on the same com- 
parison, from 54,000 to 68,000 long 
tons and steel from 107,000 to 
121,000 tons. Meanwhile building 
permits increased from $3,183,000 
to $6,098,000 between the two 
Aprils. Probably the improvement 
in building is in part due to the loans 
made available by the government 
in co-operation with the banks. 

The employment index for the 
first of May was the highest since 
1930. As compared with May of, last 
year it rose from 99.5 to 106.3. Car- 
loadings for the third week in May 
of this year were 50,219 as compared 
with 44,928 for the corresponding 
week last year. Electric power pro- 
duction advanced from 2,164 million 
kilowatt hours in April, 1936, to 
2,322 million kilowatt hours in April 
just past. 

Bank debits, which are a measure 
of the use of checking accounts by 
the public,. showed a marked in- 
crease for April and for the first four 
months of the year. For the month 
of April the increase was from 
$2,773 million in 1936 to $3,376 
million this year; while for the four 
month period there was an advance 
from $11,132 to $12,525 million. 
The trend in prices is shown by an 
advance of, the wholesale price index 
from 72.2 to 86.1 between the two 
Aprils; and a rise of the retail index

He further emphasized the fact 
that this export business amounting 
to over 3,500 cows per year to the 
States of New York and Pennsylvania 
from Ontario was permitted because 
of the Accredited Herds and Restrict- 
ed Areas in this Province. He com- 
plimented Grey County on rolling up 
such support for the Restricted Area 
work. 


Speaking of the type, Mr. Jenvey 
declared there had been developed a 
truly distinctive Canadian type of 
Holstein cow. Our Canadian breed- 
ers have paid particular attention to 
the Conformation. Production, Dairy 
Temperment and Size of the Hol- 
stein. The result of such selective 
breeding is a large and developing 
market in Canada, Japan and Great 
Britian. He did urge however that 
all color markings be made on the 
registration application previous to 
the calf being over one month of age. 

Mr. Jenvey intimated that there 
appeared to be a far “‘pick-up’’ move- 
ment in Ontario.

Oo. A. C. PUTS UP MOLASSES 
SILAGE 
There is considerable being writ- 
ten and spoken about the high feed- 
ing value of young grass and of 
clovers cut early for hay. The trou- 
ble is to cure the soft, sappy clovers 
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at a time when the weather is uncer- 


tain. Clovers have been ensiled, but 
lacking the sugar content of corn, 
which produces a preservative fer- 


mentation, clovers did not always 
keep. It has now been discovered 
that using molasses on the clover 


or green grasses ensures the keeping 
qualities, and preserves the proteins 
and vitamins found in green plants. 

The Animal Husbandry Depart- 
ment at the O. A. C. have tried mo- 
lasses silage on a small scale with 
very good results, but this year they 
filled one of the silos at the dairy 
barn. Prof. Geo. Raithby advises 
that they used approximately 60 
pounds of molasses per ton of green 
feed. 


The crop ensiled was a mixture of 
red clover, alfalfa and timothy, and 
was ensiled soon after it was cut. 
Some authorities advise not letting it 
wilt, while others claim that slight 
wilting is not harmful. The green 
feed was picked from the swath with 
a hay loader of the rake type. 

Prof. Raithby claims that in their 
experimental work green oats made 
even better molasses silage than the 
legumes. Evidently a wide variety of 
crops may be ensiled with molasses 
as an agent for developing the pre- 
servative factors. Molasses in itself 
has high feeding value, and if the 
nutritive value and palatability of 
fresh clover and grass can be pre- 
served, as we believe they can, feed- 
ing costs may be reduced.

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THE MONTREAL EXHIBITION 


The first annual Montreal Agricul- 
tural Exhibition is drawing to a suc- 
cessful close as this is written, with 
R. P. Charbonneau, Director of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Can- 
ada, as secretary and general man- 
ager of the show. 

Holstein were judged on August 
12 by Mort Butchers, manager of 
Mount Victoria Farms. A report re- 
ceived just as we go to press appears 
in the French section of this paper, 
but with the names of the classes 
also in English for the benefit of 
those readers not familiar with the 
French language. 

Unfortunately the names of the 
animals are not given in this re- 
port but we assume that the senior 
and grand champion is Raymondale 
Dino 106274, owned by Edmond 
Corbeil, St. Vincent de Paul, Quebec. 
This bull was also grand champion 
at Ormstown earlier in the season, 
showing with the Paquette from the 
same place. Reserve grand went to 
the second prize aged bull of W. A. 
Hodge and junior honors to the bull 
calf of Euclide Lavigne who also 
had the first prize two-year-old bull. 
First for yearling bulls went to Art- 
gur Delorme. 


In the female section, grand cham- 
pion honors went to Maison St. 
Joseph, Sault au Recollet, Que., who 
had first prize aged cow, dry, first 
prize dry three-year-old and first 
prize milking two-year-old. A Pa- 
quette had the first prize aged cow in 
milk, and Euclide Lavigne the first 
prize three-year-old in milk and first 
prize dry two-year-old. 

Paquette had junior champion fe- 
male on his junior heifer calf, beat- 
ing out the Corbeil senior calf and 
the Maison St. Joseph yearling for 
the championship. 


In the groups, Paquette won the 
Junior Herd, Junior Get and Pro- 
geny; Maison St. Joseph the Senior 
Get and Corbeil the Senior Herd. 

We hope to have the names of the 
winning animals for later publica- 
tion.

Herd Survey—It was part of the ac- 
counts which were paid in January 
1936 for last year’s expenses. 

Grant’s to Breeder’s Clubs—14 
clubs have received the amount of $40 
each to stimulate the activities of 
their work. Nine clubs have pro- 
moted R. O. P. testing by giving $3.00 
to breeders starting that work for the 
first time. 


Five clubs held a campaign for 
“Better Calves Raising” which was 
judged by officers of the club. 

Eight clubs held a Field Day with 
judging contests—Four with a ban- 
quet and two others held meetings. 


Among other things, some clubs 
give a bonus of $5.00 to start a new 
breeder with heifer calves, for best 
records in the district, placing of good 
bulls, ete. 

Grants to Calf Clubs—Ste. Anne des 
Plaises $200.00 was voted to Rev. D. 
Godin, one of our directors and a 
member of the executive, who organ- 
ized a calf club in the township of 
Ste. Anne des Plaises where no Hol- 
stein breeders were established. As 
a result twenty heifer calves were 
placed beside 10 bull calves. The 
club is under the supervision of the 
Federal Livestock Division. 

Ste. Marthe, Co. of Vaudreuil, sim- 
ilar work was done in this district. 

Grants to Heifer Club—In the coun- 
ty of Soulanes, a grant of $200 has 
been given to organize a heifer club 
with 10 two-year-old heifers with 
members of a farm contest. 

Grants to Breeders for Bulls Classi- 
fied XX or X—The Board of Direc- 
tors decided to help the placing of 
better bulls, also to give an official 
recognition to the good one. For each 
bull graded XX or X-plus the owner 
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has received a grant of $10.00. 
ford office has reported 15 bulls 
ified XX and 55 X-plus. 

Special Service—At each Field Day 
or club meeting and for club Works a 
representative of the Executive has 
been delegated. . 

Advertising — Three “ads” wer, 
placed in “World”, two a communics, 
tion to breeders, which is cheaper 
than a circular letter to each breeder 
also one in “Le Bulletin des Agricul. 
teurs”. 

The Board have been in fayor of 
keeping Agronomists, L. S. promoters 
of the Federal and Provincial Depart.

_CAN ANY BREEDERS HELP? 

The pitiable situation of some of 
the dairy farmers and _ Holstein 
breeders in the Prairie Provinces 
is graphically depicted in the fol- 
lowing letter recently _ received 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada from two Saskatchewan 
breeders: 

“We, Mr. Hans Peters of Brown- 
ing, Sask. and myself, Chas. E. Dyer 
of Carlyle, Sask. are this year in the 
large area of Saskatchewan which is 
so seriously affected with drought 
and hoppers. Neither of our farms 
have produced anything, which could 
be cut in the line of feed. The cat- 
tle pasture on the entire farms, e%- 
isting mainly on russian thistle. Even 
these thistles will be no good for 
pasture in less than a month’s time. 

“I would like to keep 20 head and 
Mr. Peters 15 head of our best R.0.P. 
Holsteins for a foundation herd. Ac- 
cording to Government reports there 
isn’t enough feed in the three prairie 
provinces to support a_ reasonable 
foundation herd for each farmer. If 
we sold our herds at present prices, 
we wouldn’t realize enough to start 
again. 

“Would it be possible for the A& 
sociation or some of the Eastern 
members to donate some feed to Us- 

“If you could do this, we can 4s 
sure you, you would have our most 
sincere gratitude at this time, when 
we have had so many dry years.

The Pellissier Herd 
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By BOB HUNTER in Western Livestock Journal 


The registered Holstein herd 
owned by F. F. Pellissier & Sons, 
Whittier, California, is remarkable 
for its correlation of type and pro- 
duction. Pellissier Holsteins have 
made an enviable record on the show 
circuit, and at the same time have 
proven themselves to be outstanding 
producers. The breeding of high 
testing cattle has been a constant 
aim. 

Originally founded to supply bulls 
to improve the commercial herd, 
which numbers 650 cows, the pure- 
bred unit has also supplied bulls to 
commercial and purebred dairymen. 
The presence of the commercial herd 
permits the testing of herd sires be- 
fore they are used extensively in the 
purebred unit. Each new bull is 
mated with a few purebred cows of 
established families. Then the bull 
is removed to the commercial herd 
until his purebred daughters come 
in milk and prove themselves. 

The purebred cattle are handled 
under commercial conditions: that 
is, they receive herd care, and are 
milked three times a day only part 
of the time. All of the 65 registered 
cows in milk are on herd improve- 
ment test, and a string of 30 is kept 
on official test. Among the latter 
are drawn the females that are in 
the show herd, now being condi- 
tioned by Tom Dewar. 

A bull that has sired high-produc- 
ing and typey offspring is Pansco 
Champion, sire of the winning get of 
sire at the Los Angeles County Fair 


last year. One of his sons, Pansco 
Lily Dawn, was junior champion 
male. A good daughter, Pansco 


Bluedawn, has an official record of 
635 lbs. fat in 10 months as a 
heifer, and placed high on the show 
circuit last fall. Her milk tested 4.3 
per cent.

This report covers 112 Advanced Registry tests and 146 Herd Improvement Registry tests. The A. R. Tests include 38 

Classification A, 44 B, and 30 C. There is one over 1000 pounds fat, four others over 800 pounds and 28 between 600 and 800 
unds. The list includes Empire Ormsby Mercedes Rose with 882.2 pounds fat in 305 days; De Kol Aaltje Pontiac Lass 2d with 
918.1 pounds fat in 365 days as a seven-year-old; Femco Lady Pride Ormsby Piebe with 940.8 pounds fat in a year at three 
years, six months of age, and Carnation Princess Creamelle, a new addition to the list of 1000-pound fat cows.

Carnation Princess Creamelle 1349944 completed her yearly test on January 3d with a total of 31,027.1 lbs. milk, average 
per cent 3.3 and 1,015.7 lbs. fat in 365 days, tested in Classification A. She freshened at the age of 6 years, 9 months, 14 days. 
She was bred and is owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Washington. Her sire is Carnation Prince 524270 and her dam is 
Carnation Inka Creamelle 1203361. At the age of 3 years, 2 months, 23 days, tested in Classification B, she was credited with 
15,800.8 lbs. milk, average per cent 3.2 and 505.0 lbs. fat. In the lactation period just completed, she had 16 official test periods 
of which one was a retest and three were check tests, one conducted by a supervisor from Idaho and one from Oregon. Her pro- 
duction of 1,015.7 lbs. fat makes her the 249th Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more than 1,000 lbs. fat, and she is the fifth 
daughter of Carnation Prince to produce more than 1,000 lbs. of butterfat in a year. 

RD IMPROVEMENT TEST 

The 146 new Herd Averages include 29 ‘“‘B”’ herds, 88 ‘“‘C’’ herds, and 29 of mixed classification, three of which included cows 
tested in Classification A. This is a wonderfully fine group of herd averages.

There are twenty-one records 
over 800 pounds fat and seventy-eight others between 600 and 800 pounds. The list includes too many high records to be men- 
tioned individually, but there are ten full aged cows with records from 818.6 to 925.9 pounds fat; two Senior three-year-olds with 
886 and 890.6 and a Senior two-year-old with 814.0 in classification A. The full aged group in classification B has six cows rang- 
ing eo 832.7 to 950.4 pounds fat and classifictaion C has two full aged cows with 858 and 947.7 pounds, the latter, Winterthur 
D. B. K. Kirl has 23,284 pounds milk and 947.7 pounds fat,the second highest fat record ever reported in classification Cc.

A NEW ESTABLISHMENT IN 
NEW YORK 


Only July 5, with fire crackers 
popping off a second-day celebration 
of Independence Day, I made my first 
visit to the final resting place of 
probably the one citizen of New York 
State of whom it can truthfully be 
said that his services were essential 
to the achievement of American in- 
dependence. I refer, of course, to 
Baron Steuben, the great soldier of 
German birth who was General 
George Washington’s chief military 
advisor and whose Manual of Arms 
is still a standard work. After the 
war, he became an American citizen, 
and a grateful State alloted him 16,- 
000 acres of land to be chosen by 
him from all of the unalotted land 
of New York State. The broad vistas 
of the foothills of the Adirondacks 
attracted him and the Steuben 
Patent was accordingly laid out near 
what is now the village of Remsen, 
in Oneida County. 


Today some 3,000 acres of the 
Steuben Patent is owned by Mr. A. L. 
Richards, prominent New York City 
attorney and former law partner of 
Charles Evans Hughes. Mr. and Mrs. 
Richards were first attracted by the 
beautiful landscape and invigorating 
atmosphere to establish a summer 
home here about ten years ago. They 
conceived the idea of purchasing for 
investment some of the abandoned 
farm properties for reforesting. This 
has gone forward until now they 
have planted over two million trees 
on some 2,000 acres. Out of this has 
been reserved a memorial plot for 
Baron Steuben, which the State has 
set aside as a park. Here will be 
found his grave, both the original 
and his final resting place nearby un- 
der a substantial monument. A rep- 
lica of his original cabin has been 
erected. In this project, Mr. Rich- 
ards has been greatly interested. In 
fact, much of the improvement work 
on this park has been done on his 
initiative and then turned over t 
the State gratis. 


In this setting on the original 
home “60” of Baron Steuben is situ- 
ated the rambling home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Richards. Its furnishings are 
in harmony with its historic signif- 
cance and many of the original Steu- 
ben documents and mementoes 0 
cupy places of prominence. 

About 1,000 acres of the proper 
ties are under cultivation. The orié- 
inal farm buildings have been thor- 
oughly remodeled and modernized

ESTERN N. Y. FIELD DAY 

The first Western New York Dairy 
Field Day held at the Genesee Co. 
Fair Grounds at Batavia, New York, 
was highly successful. A crowd, var- 
iously estimated at 2000 to 2500 
people, were present to look over 
the exhibits and to hear the speak- 
ing. 

The program for the day started 
with a bull sale which was one of 
the largest of its kind ever held. 
Seventy-one young purebred bulls 
of all breeds from high record dams 
were brought in by forty-eight dif- 
ferent breeders. This was not a sale 
in the usual sense as there was no 
auctioneer and no competitive bid- 
ding from the crowd. The buyers 
dealt directly with the owners. This 
sale offered an opportunity for many 
dairymen to locate a future herd sire 
from a large number of possibilities. 
While not all the animals were sold 
many contacts were made that will 
eventually lead to a sale. This sale 
continued throughout the day. The 
State Holstein Association contrib- 
uted along with several of the other 
state breed associations toward 
mimeographing of the Bull Sales 
List. 


During the remainder of the 
morning a judging contest for 4-H 
and Vocational Agriculture Students 
was conducted. Prizes were given to 
the winners. 


The main feature of the day was 
te speaking program which was 
held shortly after the noon hour. Mr. 
Theodore Richards, a Guernsey 
breeder of Perry, New York served 
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as chairman and _  introduced_ the 
speakers. 

Mr. Peter G. Ten Eyck, former 
New York State Commissioner of 
Agriculture was introduced first. He 
gave his views of the present milk 
situation in New York State and 
some of his recommendations as to 
how it could be met.

At noon a Barbecued Steak Pic- 
nic Dinner was held, this being pre- 
pared by the Okla. A. & M. Dairy 
Department. Following this the af- 
ternoon’s speaking program was 
held. Ralsa Morley, state association 
Pres., in his words of welcome, com- 
plimented the Oklahoma Holstein 
breeders in their Black and White 
Shows held this spring and urged 
the breeders to get out their district 
herds at the Tulsa and Oklahoma 
Fairs this fall.

Probably the point of greatest 
practical interest about this average 
length of generation is the shortness 
of the average productive life. The 
average age of cows at first calving 
is not far from 27 months. The 
average interval between calves is 
not far from 13 or 14 months. With 
cows now averaging 5.3 years old 
when their calves are born, the 
average number of calvings per cow 
lifetime could not well be over five. 
These five calvings must include be- 
sides daughters for replacement, 
sons, still-births, calves which die be- 
fore maturity, and daughters which 
are barren. Obviously the average 
breeder will have little margin on 
which to practice selection. He can 
scarcely afford to cull living and 
healthy heifer calves because they 
are from poor parents or are of poor 
conformation. 

A breeder who has established a 
herd and became acquainted with his 
cattle by the time he is 30 years of 
age, can scarcely look forward to 
guiding the breeding policy of that 
herd for more than six or seven cat- 
tle generations. That is a short time 
for the carrying out of a breeding 
program which he may consider to 
be desirable. 


Discussion 

Today the breed is so large that 
it seems almost impossible for one 
animal to affect the whole breed even 
as much as was done by many of 
those animals shown in Table II. 
Registrations are somewhere near 
100,000 a year. Very few bulls 
could be expected to have as many 
as 40 or 50 sons and daughters reg- 
istered each year. Even a bull which 
gets to be so popular that many of 
his sons are used to head other 
herds will have had many sons and 
grandsons used in grade herds and 
sent to the butcher long before the 
sire’s or grandsire’s fame reaches its 
zenith. Even if a bull were unus- 
ually long-lived and his sons and 
grandsons were widely sought to 
head other purebred herds, their off- 
spring would be only grandsons and 
great grandsons of the original ani- 
mal. If they were used in still other 
herds the percentage of genes which 
come from the original animal would 
be further halved with each inter- 
vening generation. By the time one 
has gone as many as five generations 
from the original individual, the 
diluting effect of this outcrossing has 
reduced the individual’s contribution 
to the inheritance of its descend- 
ants to an insignificant level. 

The only way to avoid this con- 
tinual diluting influence of outcross- 
ing is to mate the descendants 
among themselves so that both 
mates are closely r-lated to the 
original animal deemed so desirable. 
This is the essence of line-breeding, 
to preserve the relationship to the 
desired ancestor and at the same 
time to allow relationship to other 
less desired ancestors to be diluted 
as much as possible. 

Unless many different sons and 
daughters are saved, linebreeding to 
the original animal will in a few 
generations involve linebreeding to 
some other ancestors not thought so 
desirable. Other circumstances 
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which make consistent linebreeding 
difficult are the heavy advertising of 
other sires or families which often 
makes it seem good sales policy for 
a breeder to keep his herd related at 
least a little to all the currently pop- 
ular sires or families in the breed, a 
general failure to understand what 
linebreeding can do, and a generally 
too great confidence in one’s ability 
to combat the diluting influence of 
outcrossing simply by selection 
among the descendants. 

Were prevailing breeding systems 
to change so that linebreeding be- 
came almost the universal practice, 
and outcrosses were made only un- 
der the lash of stern necessity to pre- 
vent fixing important defects, strains 
might be built up so closely related 
and so multiplied in numbers that 
(if of high individual merit) they 
could be used for top-crossing on 
practically the whole breed some- 
what as the “‘straight Scotch” Short- 
horns have affected the beef Short- 
horns in the United States, or as the 
“straight-bred Anxiety 4th’’ Here- 
fords are being used by many Here- 
ford breeders today. Thus the indi- 
vidual animals at the basis of such 
strains might have an opportunity 
to affect the whole breed more mark- 
edly than was done by the animals 
listed in Tables II and III. Under 
the present usual breeding systems 
that seems impossible. Progress is 
largely limited to the extent that the 
breeder can control characteristics 
by simple mass selection or at most 
by selection based on the individual’s 
progeny and its other close relatives. 


The observed inbreeding and re- 
lationship coefficients show that a 
little linebreeding and family forma- 
tion is actually going on in the breed 
today. However the inbreeding co- 
efficients are so very little higher 
than might be expected from the 
average inter se relationship that 
the building of such families evi- 
dently is an exceptional process 
among breeders. The families rarely 
get far on the road toward differen- 
tiation from each other before they 
are outcrossed and blended again. 


Conclusions 
1. The coefficient of inbreeding of 
the breed has risen to a little over 
four per cent in the ten generations 
from 1881 to 1928 or 1931. 


2. In the same period the average 
inter se relationship has risen to 
3.4%. There is a faint tendency 
for the breed to form into separate 
families but this family separation 
is not carried far, presumably be- 
cause the more popular families are 
soon used for outcrossing on the 
others and the less popular ones are 
discarded entirely or are outcrossed 
with sires from other families. 


3. The cow, Del Kol 2nd, has ex- 
erted more influence on the breed 
than any other individual. She has 
probably furnished about one tenth 
of the genes of the breed today. The 
importance of contributions from 
other individuals is discussed and 
shown in two tables. 


4. The average interval between 
generations is about four and one- 
half years. 

5. The high producers of the 
breed and the outstanding show 
specimens do not differ much from 
the breed average in their inbreed- 
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ing or in their relationship to re. 
mote ancestors. These special groups 
do show a higher relationship to 
few recent ancestors. This is egpe. 
cially true of the show ring winners 
and perhaps may result as much 
from the fact that only a limite 
number of herds compete in the 
show-ring as from any biological 
basis.

He came to the herd from Uni- 
versity of Illinois via the National 
Convention Sale in June and looks 
like a real two-year-old prospect. 

The Pontiac herd has an eight- 
year average in Herd Test of 387.4 
lbs. fat from 11,907 lbs. milk on 
an average of 77 head in A-B-C and 
for the last four years has averaged 
well over 400 lbs. fat per year en- 
tirely in B, which is not bad for a 
herd of this size and Clarence ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with 
the progress the herd is making. 

Had time allowed I would have 
liked to visit the other ten herds, 
but as these are scattered over the 
state from near the southern bound- 
ary to the north shore of the Upper 
Peninsula, they will have to wait 
until some future trip.

DECKER PROVES FIVE SIRES 

An interesting article in a recent 
issue of Rural New-Yorker is based 
on the analysis of the Holstein herd 
of Frank N. Decker, Syracuse at- 
torney, whose farm is located near 
Three Rivers, N. Y. It shows the 
work of six successive herd sires at 
Decker Homestead Farms, the last 
five of which were all proven by 
dam-daughter comparisons. In every 
case the daughters exceeded their 
dams for total fat and except in one 
case they also showed an increase 
over their dams for milk production. 
Two of the five raised the fat per- 
centage, another held even and the 
other two showed a slightly lowered 
fat percentage but with a large 
enough increase in milk production 
to make a substantial increase in 
total fat. 

The fifth proven sire on this list 
is Winterthur Bess Ormsby 593178 
with 29 dam-daughter pairs, the 
daughters averaging 9,938 lbs. milk, 
3.46%, 343.4 lbs. fat as against an 
average for their dams of 9,503 lbs. 
milk, 3.22%, 305.6 lbs. fat, all on 
amature, 305-day Class C basis. This 
bull was later sold to Cornell Univer- 
sity, where he sired some splendid 
daughters including Cornell Ormsby 
Esteem, All-American junior yearling 
1936, as well as as the first prize 
Junior Get at New York State Fair 
the same year. He has a 624%% in- 
heritance of the blood of King of the 
Ormsby and has been succeeded in 
the Decker herd by three other 
Winterthur bulls each with at least 
50% the same inheritance. These 
bulls are Winterthur Boast Ormsby 
Dad, sold to Kingsford Farms, Os- 
wego, N. Y.; Posch Donsegis Nebo, 
who was lost in the fire that des- 
troyed the Decker barns in 1935; 
and the present herd sire, Winter- 
thur Pilot Posch Boast Agni, who 
carries over 6514% inheritance of 
King of the Ormsby. Calves com- 
dining the blood of all four Winter- 
thur sires will soon be arriving and 
such calves will carry over 60% of 
this inheritance.
